A man is not responsible 
for w here be was born, and in most 
cases is not afterw ards responsible 
to r w here he lives. 
I cam e to Bryan 
about 40 years ago and in th at time 
the g reatest change th at is noticeable 
here is in the high standard of educa­ 
tion.

w ithout a silo of sufficient capacity to 
feed each cow in his herd 25 to 30 
pounds of silage per day or approxi­ 
m ately 1000 pounds per month, for at 
least six m onths in each year. 
Plant 
one-fourth 
m ore 
acreage 
than 
you 
figure to fill your silo, in corn o r sor­ 
ghum, so th at 
should 
the 
drouth 
shorten the crop you will still have 
enough to fill the silo. 
“Grow- and save enough legum e (or 
other) hays to feed each cow five to 
eight pounds per day if you are feed! 
ing silage as above suggested.

1000

1200 
pounds per cow for the five w inter 
months.
